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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: Applicant arguments regarding claim 26 are not 
persuasive because, as indicated in the previous rejection. Malard et al. clearly teaches a locking mechanism ( 22 ), which will selectively 
secure the sharpened projections between retracted or extended positions. It is inherent from the Ma\ar6 et al. reference, that a sufficient 
force is needed to actuate the mechanism ( 22 ) in order to cause said projections to extend, therefore, serving as a locked/unlocked 
mechanism. In regards to claim 38, applicant's arguments are not persuasive since the claim is silent with respect to the particular plane 
to which the laser level is adjusted to. Therefore, Malard et al., Schwandt and Dawson fulfill the requirements of the claimed subject 
matter. 
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
